The verdict, ending three months of jury selec- 


tion and trial, marked a climax in the Watergate 
scandal, which drove Nixon from office last Aug. 9 
and has preoccupied American political life since 
the 1972 election.

Haldeman, facing gusty wind and television 


lights outside the courthouse, declared: "I know 
that legally and morally I'm totally and absolutely 
innocent. I have the full conviction that ulti-nately

Ehrlichman, who stopped with his wife, Jeanne,

1964 to become executive vice presi- 
dent and general manager of the 
Nebraska Farmer, a firm with several 
farm publications and a large printing 
business.

corporations, and the publications 
were sold to Harcourt, Brace and 
World in 1968 for $3.6 million. 


The printing business, known as

headed .by Dickeson, was sold to 
Republic Corp. of Beverly Hills, Calif., 
for $600,000, and moved from its 14th 
and P plant to a new plant at. the 
Union Pacific Industrial Park in"l970.

He resigned from the law firm in 
19 6 4 to become ex ecu tiv e v ice presi­ 
dent and general manager of the 
Nebraska Farm er, a firm with sev eral 
farm pu blications and a large printing 
bu siness.

The printing bu siness and the farm 
pu blications were separated into two 
corporations, and the pu blications 
were sold to Harcou rt, Brace and 
World in 19 6 8 for $3.6 million. 


The printing bu siness, known as 
Mid-America W ebpress, Inc., and 
headed by Dickeson, was sold to 
Repu blic Corp. of Bev erly Hills, C alif, 
for $6 00.000, and mov ed from its 14th 
and P plant to a new plant at the 
Union Pacific Indu strial Park in 19 70. 
The firm has more than 250 employ es 
and does a nationwide bu siness. 


Dickeson was one of the fou nders 
and first president of the Lancaster 
Cou nty Assn for Mental Health, and 
has serv ed as president of the Lincoln 
Unitarian Chu rch and as an officer of 
the Lincoln Commu nity Play hou se. 


He has repeatedly been reported in

The five remaining defendants stood when 


Sirica's clerk, James Capitanio, read the verdict. 


Hie jury, eight of its members black and four 


white, notified the judge in a note at 3:25 p.m. GST 
that it had reached the verdict, and 23 minutes 
later the jurors filed into the courtroom. 


After the verdict was read, and as Sirica was dis- 


missing the jurors with a thank-you for dedicated 
service, Mrs. Mardjan, sitting in the front row of 
the spectator section, stuck out her tongue and 
gave an audible raspberry. 


Sirica told the jurors not to reveal how they voted 


and said, "I would suggest and urge strongly that if 
anybody wants to talk to you about this case, and I 
now make no exceptions — that includes members 
of your family, friends, business associates, 
employers, that includes anybody — I would just 
not talk to them about this case." 


Sirica added: "All of the jurors have made a real 


contribution to the efficient administration of 
justice." 


The Parkinson acquittal on one count of con- 


spiracy and one of obstruction of justice was read 
last. The Washington lawyer broke into a broad 
smile and his attorneys clapped him on the back. 


Mitchell, who was not far away whispered to 


Parkinson, "Good boy.1' 


Mitchell is separated from his wife, Martha, but 


the wives of the other defendants were in a front 
row spectator seats as the verdict was read. 


All thelawyers had said they would appeal any 


conviction and Haldeman's attorney, John W., 
Wilson, had said often that he was filling "an error 
bag" with mistakes Judge Sirica had made to be. 
used for an appeal. 


Mitchell said he feels he has about 50 issues for 


appeal and that "I have a bigger error bag than Mr. 
Wilson." 


The verdict came three months to the day from 


which the jury selection process began. 
- Thus ended the major trial of the Watergate af- 
fair, a scandal that had already forced the resigna- 
tion of a President for the first time in the coun- 
try's history.

and number two aides for much of Nixon's White 


House years until the bursting Watergate scandal 
forced their resignations on April 30, 1973. 


For Ehrlichman it was the second conviction 


carrying a prison term. 


He was found guilty last July 12 of conspiring to 


violate the rights of Daniel Ellsberg's Beverly Hills 
psychiatrist by authorizing burglars'to enter the 
psychiatrist's office. 


In that case Ehrlichman was sentenced to a 


prison term of 20 months to five years but his 
appeal from the conviction and sentence has kept 
him from going to prison. 


Mitchell, too, had stood trial, accused with 


former Secretary of Commerce Maurice H.'Stans, 
of conspiracy to obstruct justice in the Robert L. 
Vesco contributions case. Both Mitchell and Stans 
were acquitted April 28 after a 48 day "trial. 


Kenneth Wells Parkinson, the only defendant to 


be acquitted, said the verdict was exactly what he 
expected. 


"I was very unhappy on March 1,1974," the day 


the indictment was handed down, Parkinson said. 
"I said then I was innocent and that there would 
come a time when I was able to clear myself. That 
time has come today. 


"Obviously, I'm thrilled," Parkinson said to^' 


reporters gathered outside the U.S. district 
courthouse. 


Parkinson was asked what he is going to do now. 
"Go home and take a hot bath," he said. 
The jury was composed mostly of people in their 


50s and 60s, eight of them black and four white, 
reflecting Washington's racial make-up. 


The jurors chose John A. Hoffar, a retired Park 


Police sergeant — and the only white male on the 
jury — to be their foreman. 


Hoffar was ashen-faced when he entered the 


court room with the others and his voice quavered 
when the clerk asked: "Mr. Foreman, has the jury 
agreed upon a verdict?" 


"Yes, they have," Hoffar said almost inaudibly. 
He then handed the clerk the envelope and it in 


turn was passed up to the judge. 


Sirica scanned it and then handed it back to

Ford Signs Bill To Protect Individual Privacy 


VAIL, Colo. (AP) — President Ford signed a 


Privacy Act Wednesday to safeguard individuals 
from the misuse of federal records and an- 
nounced that Housing Secretary James T. Lynn 
will replace Roy L. Ash as director of the Office 
of Management and Budget. 


In other official action New Year's Day, Ford 


pocket vetoed a government travel allowance 
increase bill and signed an energy research bill. 


The President had greeted the new year with 


friends and staff, holding a champagne toast at 
his vacation home here. 
-He-was off skiing Wednesday morning-and 
was watching the Rose Bowl football game on 
television as he neared the end of his Vail vaca- 
tion. 


The privacy act was cited by Ford as "an in- 


itial <advance in protecting a right precious to 
everj American, the right of individual 
.privacy." 
•; 


The bill gives individuals the right to have 


access to information on file about them and to 
have inaccurate data corrected. Exceptions are 
provided for law enforcement files and other 
sensistive records. 


A commission will be set up to study how to 


protect privacy further and will submit 
recommendations within two years. 


The bill provides for fines up to $5,000 for 


violations by government employes and 
authorizes damage suits. 


The measure restricts the use of Social Securi- 


ty numbers for identification and prohibits a 
government agency from selling a mailing list 
unless authorized by law. 


However, the President said he felt it still 


does not adequately protect the individual 
against unnecessary disclosures of personal in- 
formation. 


The President pledged: "My administration 


will act aggressively to protect the right of 
privacy for every American." 


A long-expected announcement of the new 


Cabinet-rank post for the 47-year-old Lynn is 
part of the reshuffle of the Ford White House. 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen said that Lynn 


will continue as secretary of housing and urban 
development until he is confirmed by the 
Senate, and Ash will stay on until completion of 
the fiscal 1976 budget, probably toward the end- 
of January. 


A former Cleveland lawyer, Lynn first 


entered government service in the Commerce 
Department in 1969 at the beginning of the 
Nixon administration. No successor for him in 
the housing post has been decided upon, Nessen 
said.

VAIL, Colo (AP) — President Ford signed a 
Privacy Act Wednesday to safeguard individuals 
from the misuse of federal records and an­ 
nounced that Housing Secretary James T Lynn 
will replace Roy L. Ash as director of the Office 
of Management and Budget.

The bill provides for fines up to $5.000 for 
violations by government employes and 
authorizes damage suits.

VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 


Paul VI on Wednesday 
denounced the Mafia from his 
throne in St. Peter's Basilica as a 
"lurking danger that makes 
everyone tremble. "- 


Speaking to 25,000 persons 


who filled the church for New 
a Year's Day Mass, the Pope hit 


also at the "Camorra," the 
Naples equivalent of the Sicilian 
underworld society. 


The Pope deplored war, ar- 


maments, radical class warfare 
and asked, "Is not the barometer 
of peace pointing today to bad 
weather?" 


The ceremonies 
were 


highlighted by 10,000 "pueri can- 
tores." boy singers from five 
continents who, the Pope said, 
set "a marvelous example of 
harmony and joy" accom- 
panying the Mass with their 
singing. 
, 
In his attack on the un- 


derworld, the Pope said "we 
refer to a fearful increase of 
organized crime, with the 
weapons ready and aimed 
threateningly at innocent life, 
and with the blackmail of 
extreme mercenaries." 


Vatican observers said the 


Pope may have been particularly 
shocked by the murder of a man 
and his wife in Palermo, the 
Sicilian capital, the day after 
Christmas. The two were shot 
six times each at short range 
while watching television at 
home. Police said the killings 
had the typical Mafia imprint 
and were the latest in a chain of 
12 murders in Palermo last ytear. 


Police theorized "the murder 


chain was the latest round of 
vendetta between "old" and 
"new" Mafia gangs for control 
of the island. 


"Will love succeed in purifying 


certain ingrained collective at- 
titudes, certain underworlds 
where the Mafia has its own 
secret and pitiless law?," the 
Pope asked. "Will love be able 
to overturn the Camorra, certain 
systems of vendetta, whether 
personal or communal, clan 
rivalry, and obsessive false 
duties which breed their own 
irresistible obligations?" 


Half a dozen killings were 


linked by police to the Camorra 
last year as part of a "settlement 
of accounts" at a time when in- 
vestigators say the Camorra, 
Mafia and' the French un- 
derworld of Marseilles are trying 
to organize crime in Naples. 


Police and courts have failed 


to,check effectively the Mafia 
and Camorra. A parliamentary 
commission which has been in- 
vestigating the Mafia for 10 years 
points to "political' complicity" 
in government ranks as one 
reason for this. 


Half a dozen Mafia figures 


have been arrested in connection 
with a kidnaping wave in which 
a total of 42 persons, including 
boys and;girls, were seized for 
ransom.

' The prosecution produced evidence that 
Ehrh'chman was in overall charge of the 


' White House "plumbers" that broke into 


the office of Pentagon Papers defendant 
Daniel Ellsberg's psychiatrist in 1971, 
falsified State Department cables about 
Vietnam and participated in the Watergate 
break-in. This, said the prosecutors, was 
Ehrlichman's motive. 


Dean testified that the week following 


the break-in, Ehrlichman ordered Hunt to 
leave the country and that the contents of 
Hunt's White House safe be "deep-sixed." 


Dean said Ehrlichman approved asking

Prosecutors said Mardian "set in 


motion" the cover-up by sending Liddy to 
Kleindienst on the morning of the break-in 
in an unsuccessful mission to get the 
burglars out of jail.

soon learned about Mitchell's pre- 
Watergate discussions with Liddy, about 
the $250,000 budget and "an awful lot" 
from Liddy himself on June 20. Mardian

by not sharing what he had learned.

Washington (U PI) - The Watergate 
cover-up trial, in many ways, was a case 
against a man who wasn’t there — Richard 
M. Nixon. 


The former president was also the star 
witness. Even though illness kept him from 
appearing in person, his voice was heard on 
the hours of White House tapes that were 
played in the courtroom. 
Judge John J. Sirica admonished the 
jury. “ Neither the pardon of former Presi­ 
dent Nixon nor any other cases or 
extraneous matters should have any effect 
on your deliberations or your verdict.” 
Yet new revelations or insights about 
Nixon, as they came to light during the 
three-month U.S. District Court trial, 
seemed to attract the attention of the press 
and public in crowded Courtroom No. 2. 
Nix o n Un in d icted Co -Co n sp irato r 
Nixon was one of 20 men named March 1 
as coconspirators in the cover-up. He was 
not formally indicted, presumably because 
he was president. 
Instead, seven of his closest aides were 
charged — John N. Mitchell, the former at­ 
torney general and campaign director; H. 
R. Haldeman, White House chief of staff; 
John D. Ehrlichman, Nixon’s domestic af­ 
fairs chief; Charles W. Colson, a political 
o p erative; Gordon C. Strachan , 
Haldeman’s aide; Robert C. Mardian, 
assistant attorney general and campaign 
lawyer, and Kenneth W. Parkinson, who 
had done Watergate legal work for the re- 
election committee. 
Colson pleaded guilty to another 
Watergate-related crime and the cover-up 
charges were dropped. Strachan successful­ 
ly bid for a separate trial. 
Former White House aides John W. 
Dean III. Jeb Stuart Magruder and Fred 
LaRue, all of whom have pleaded guilty in 
the cover-up, were the government’s star 
witnesses against their old colleagues. They 
also w ere named as unindicted 
coconspirators. 
What was the evidence? 
NIXON 


No evidence was introduced that Nixon 
knew in advance of the bugging of the 
D em ocratic 
N ational 
Com m ittee

headquarters in the Watergate complex. 
But on June 23, 197 2, six days after the 
break-in, a tape was played of Nixon and 
Haldeman discussing use of the CIA to halt 
an F B I investigation of Mexican checks 
that had been used to finance the bugging. 
In January’, 1973, according to another 
tape. Nixon and Colson discussed clemency 
for E. Howard Hunt Jr., the Watergate 
mastermind. In March and April, Nixon 
had numerous conversations with Dean. 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman as the cover-up 
began to unravel. 
How Nixon would have explained these 
conversations is not known. Sirica ruled 
that the former president's poor health 
excused him from testifying in person or 
making a deposition. 
MITCHELL 
The prosecution said Mitchell approved 
an intelligence-gathering plan of convicted 
bugger G. Gordon Liddy — but did not 
charge him with the approval. 
The prosecutors did charge that Mitchell 
told Mardian to call Liddy and have him 
contact Atty. Gen. Richard C. Kleindienst 


to get the original burglar» out of jail 
before their identity could be learned. He 
also was accused of suggesting two days 
later that Magruder bum the wiretap logs. 
Mitchell, the prosecution said, “ was the 
general and set in motion the overall plan 
to pay the defendants” $429,500 during the 
next nine months to assure their silence. 
Mitchell testified that he tried to “ turn 
off” the Liddy plan. He said he only 
wanted Mardian to call for information 
about the break-in, that he did not propose 
burning evidence and that he never 
authorized any payments. 
He also testified that he was less than 
complete in answering investigators 
because he did not want to jeopardize 
Nixon’s re-election. 


HALDEMAN 
The prosecution described Haldeman as 
the second most powerful man in the na­ 
tion on June 23. The tape says he told 
Nixon: “ The way to handle this now is for 
us to have (Deputy CIA Director Vernon 
A.) Walters call (acting F B I Director L. 
Patrick) Gray and just say, ‘Stay the hell 
out of this . . . ’ ” 
On Nov. 15, 1972, Dean testified, he 
played for Haldeman and Ehrlichman a 
tape of a conversation in which Hunt talked 
about “ commitments that were made to us 
at the onset that have not been kept.” 
Prosecutors charged that Haldeman ap­ 
proved use of part of a secret $350,000 fund 
in custody of the White House for paying 
the burglars. 
The prosecution also charged that 
Haldeman lied to the Senate Watergate 
Committee when he testified that Nixon 
had said “ it would be wrong” to pay hush 
money. Actually, it charged, Nixon said 10 
or 12 times that money could and should be 
raised. 
In his defense, Haldeman said the June 
23 conversation dealt with avoiding 
political embarrassment for a donor of the 
money who wished to remain anonymous. 
Haldeman denied that Dean played him 
the Nov. 15 tape. He said he was aware of 
money paid to the defendants, but he 
believed it was for legal fees and family 
support. He said he did not know how the 
payments were being made. He said he 


authorized that the $390,000 be turned over 
to the re-election committee. 
EHRLICHMAN 
The prosecution produced evidence that 
Ehrlichman was in overall charge of the 
White House “ plumbers” that broke into 
the office of Pentagon Papers defendant 
Daniel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist in 1971, 
faLsified State Department cables about 
Vietnam and participated in the Watergate 
break-in. This, said the prosecutors, was 
Ehrlichman’s motive. 
Dean testified that the week following 
the break-in, Ehrlichman ordered Hunt to 
leave the country and that the contents of 
Hunt’s White House safe be “ deep-sixed.” 
Dean said Ehrlichman approved asking 
the CIA to use covert funds to pay bail and 
salaries of the burglars and instructed 
Herbert W. Kalmbach, Nixon's private 
lawyer, to raise money for the original 
defendants. 
The prosecution said Ehrlichman wrote 
a “ phony” report exonerating the White 
House dated April 1973 for use in case “ a 
corner came unstuck.” 


Lawyer William S. Frates argued that 
Nixon “ misled and deceived” Ehrlichman. 
“ Here,” he said, “ is the dedicated, loyal 
servant trying to clear his commander in 
chief, regardless of who got caught, and 
here’s the commander in chief sitting in his 
office all the time knowing who was calling 
all the shots.” 
Ehrlichman justified the Ellsberg opera­ 
tion in terms of national security, but said 
he did not approve a break-in. He said he 
investigated in March 1973 at Nixon’s 
request “ without any preconceived 
notions.” 
MARDIAN 


Prosecutors said Mardian “ set in 
motion” the cover-up by sending Liddy to 
Kleindienst on the morning of the break-in 
in an unsuccessful mission to get the 
burglars out of jail. 
The prosecution charged that Mardian 
soon learned about M itchell’s pre- 
Watergate discussions with Liddy, about 
the $250,000 budget and “ an awful lot” 
from Liddy himself on June 20. Mardian 
“ deliberately and with malice misled” 


Parkinson, hired to take over the re- 
election committee’s Watergate defense, 
by not sharing what he had learned 
Mardian denied making the June 17 call. 
He said he was restricted by the attorney- 
client relationship and his promise to Liddy 
from telling Parkinson what he had 
learned. 
PARKINSON 
Magruder told Parkinson “ we’re all in­ 
volved” on July 15, 1972, then reversed 
himself two days later. The prosecution 
said Parkinson never asked why and 
shredded his notes of the Magruder confes­ 
sion. 
The prosecution also said Parkinson 
carried messages from William O. Bittman, 
Hunt’s original lawyer, to LaRue at the re- 
election committee and even Dean at the 
White House. 
Parkinson said he did not accept 
Magruder’s confession because Mitchell 
and Mardian assured him higher-ups were 
not involved.

VATICAN CITY <AP) - Pope 
P a u l 
V I on 
W ednesday 
denounced the Mafia from his 
throne in St. Peter's Basilica as a 
“ lurking danger that makes 
everyone tremble.” 
Speaking to 25.000 persons 
who filled the church for New- 
Year’s Day Mass, the Pope hit 
also at the “ Camorra,” the 
Naples equivalent of the Sicilian 
underworld society. 
The Pope deplored war, ar­ 
maments. radical class warfare 
and asked. “ Is not the barometer 
of peace pointing today to bad 
weather?” 
The cerem on ies 
w ere 
highlighted by 10.000 "puen can­ 
tores." boy singers from five 
continents who. the Pope said, 
set “ a marvelous example of 
harmony and joy’’ accom­ 
panying the Mass with their 
singing. 
In his attack on the un­ 
derworld, the Pope said “ we 
refer to a fearful increase of 
organized crim e, with the 
weapons ready and aimed 
threateningly at innocent life, 
and with the blackmail of 
extreipe mercenaries.” 
Vatican observers said the 
Pope may have been particularly 
shocked by the murder of a man 
and his wife in Palermo, the 
Sicilian capital, the day after 
Christmas. The two were shot 
six times each at short range 
while watching television at 
home. Police said the killings 
had the typical Mafia imprint 
and were the latest in a chain of 
12 murders in Palermo last y.ear. 
Police theorized the murder 
chain was the latest round of 
vendetta between “ old” and 
“ new” Mafia gangs for control 
of the island. 
“ Will love succeed in purifying 
certain ingrained collective at­ 
titudes, certain underworlds 
where the Mafia has its own 
secret and pitiless law?," the 
Pope asked. “ Will love be able 
to overturn the Camorra, certain 
systems of vendetta, whether 
personal or communal, clan 
rivalry, and obsessive false 
duties which breed their own 
irresistible obligations?" 
Half a dozen killings were 
linked by police to the Camorra 
last year as part of a “ settlement 
of accounts” at a time when in­ 
vestigators say the Camorra, 
Mafia and the French un­ 
derworld of Marseilles are trying 
to organize crime in Naples. 
Police and courts have failed 
to check effectively the Mafia 
and Camorra. A parliamentary 
commission which has been in­ 
vestigating the Mafia for 10 years 
points to “ political complicity” 
in government ranks as one 
reason for this. 
Half a dozen Mafia figures 
have been arrested in connection 
with a kidnaping wave in which 
a total of 42 persons, including 
boys and girls, were seized for 
ransom. But not all of these 
crimes were blamed on the 
Mafia. 
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Planning For Expansion 


Lincoln city and Lancaster County of- 


ficials — should they get around to making 
new year's resolutions—will want to add a 
much-needed joint endeavor to the list.

governmental services.

ficials were speaking of finding space out-

county is also talking about moving the 
county superintendent of schools and 


- veterans service center out of the building. 
~. - -The moves now being contemplated 
1 are only a part of an emerging pattern of 
.emigrating local government offices. Of- 
* fices of the city and county could soon be 
: found all over the city and county.

Of course there is logic in locating the 


, working space of some government func- 
tions — roads maintenance or some 


• engineering functions, for example — away 


from the mother building. But there is lit- 
tle sense in scattering offices with which 
the public has more than casual contact. If 
the offices are to be scattered, there should 
at least be a conscious effort to establish 
some sort of logical pattern. 
. 
Better yet, the city and county need to 


look at expansion of the .present facility — 
not carving it up into closet-size com- 
partments — or new construction 
elsewhere, if necessary. 


Yet most local officials seem to steer 


clear of discussing major new construction 
as if it were the plague or worse. And yet 
1* 


that is what they ultimately must face up 
to. 


There has been some discussion. Coun- 


ty Commissioner Bob Colin has proposed 
an addition on the south side of the present 
County-City Building to house the city and 
county offices with which the public has 
the most contact. He also has suggested 
that the two governments look into the 
possibility of purchasing the old post office 
and federal court house, now privately 
owned, and turning it into a "Hall of 
Justice" for city and county courts and 
jails. We are not convinced that the addi- 
tion to the south as proposed by Colin is the 
best way to go with regard to expansion of 
the County-City Building, nor are we con- 
vinced of the feasibility of the "Hall of 
Justice" idea, but at least Colin is thinking 
ahead. 


There has to be some sort of plan for 


expansion, rather than the haphazard 
allocation of new space or continued out- 
side rentals or carving up the County-City 
Building every time one agency and then 
another outgrows its present space. 


Talking "to The Star the other day, 


Colin said, "I feel the first step in solving 
the space problems should be to have a 
completely study made of the present 
building arrangement, both county andtity 
offices, to determine which offices have 
more space than they need and which need 
more space as well as what additional 
space requirements they may have during 
the next ten years or more." 


That is a place to start. The two local 


governments should make the space 
problem a priority matter this new year 
and while doing so firmly decide against in- 
terior "remodeling" or partioning of the 
present County-City Building, which would 
destroy the esthetic quality of the relatively 
new structure and in time turn it into a 
monstrosity nothing better than the old 
courthouse or city hall. 


Safe Streets? 


In a report prepared for Mayor 


Schwartzkopf with regard to the recent 
charges of police harassment in alcohol- 
related cases, Inspector Dean Leitner 
wrote: "It is gratifying to officers of the 
Lincoln Police Department to know that 
our citizens can walk the business districts 
of our Fair City without being bothered by" 
drunken persons." 


Well, how about that? We weren't 


. aware — haven't heard from anybody else 
— that bothersome drunks were a par- 
ticularly bad problem on the streets of fyui- 
coln. A few, sure, but not skid row. Maybe 
that is because the Lincoln police have 
been real busy giving the bum's rush to the 
bums. Or maybe it is because there just 
aren't that many "drunken persons" 
wandering the streets bothering people, 


despite the department's obvious paranoia 
about the subject. 


At any rate, there are other species 


loose in Lincoln deserving of more atten- 
tion.

showed a 24.2% jump during the first nine 
months of 1974, higher than the increases 
in the state and national crime rates.

Stolen Papers 


Among the papers stolen recently from Daniel Ellsberg and 


now locked in a congressional safe are notes outlinir-g Hubert 
Humphrey's secret views on the Vietnam was back in 1968. 


As vice president, Humphrey couldn't speak openly about 


the war that he privately condemned. But Ellsberg was invited 
to a secret Democratic strategy session where he took notes on 
Humphrey's confidential remarks. 


"This Vietnam business we're all in a lather about,' the 


notes quote Humphrey as saying, "it's the infected thumb on 
the palm of Asia and, beyond Asia, on the body of the world." 


Humphrey blamed policies he was required to defend in 


public. "In no case," he said, "did or could (we) possibly have 
estimated the degree of U.S. involvement, and our military 
assistance did not prepare the Vietnamese army for the right 
war." 


He also deplored President Lyndon Johnson's failure to 


consult Congress fully and frankly on Vietnam problems. 


Looking beyond Vietnam to what he called "the real issue," 


he spoke gravely of the pell-mell arms race with Russia. "What 
if somebody loses his cool?" he asked dramatically. There 
would be "no defense," the notes quote him as warning. 


"Their capacity to build more subs is three times ours," he 


said. He recalled the 1962 Cuban missile crisis. "Krushchev (the 
late Kremlin leader) didn't know where our subs were. Now 
they do. They can destroy us in a minute; and we can (destroy) 
them." Humphrey described Krushchev and Pope John, accor- 
ding to the notes, as two of the most "dynamic figures" he had 
ever met. "Both are pragmatists," Humphrey said. 


Footnote: The notes on Humphrey's views are part of 


Ellsberg's papers, which recently were stolen by sneak theives, 
recovered by the police and sent to Congress. 
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The Internal Revenue Service is planning to spend a million

Lincoln city and Lancaster County of­ 
ficials — should they get around to making 
new year's resolutions-will want to add a 
much-needed joint endeavor to the list. 
They should resolve, as quickly in this 
new year as possible, to give serious 
thought to a coherent plan for accom­ 
modating the space needs of expanding 
governmental services. 
During Christmas week, county of­ 
ficials were speaking of finding space out­ 
side the County-City Building for the motor 
vehicle driver's license testing station. The 
county is also talking about moving the 
county superintendent of schools and 
veterans service center out of the building. 
The moves now being contemplated 
are only a part of an emerging pattern of 
emigrating local government offices. Of­ 
fices of the city and county could soon be 
found all over the city and county. 


Of course there is logic in locating the 
working space of some government func­ 
tions — roads maintenance or some 
engineering functions, for example — away 
from the mother building But there is lit­ 
tle sense in scattering offices with which 
the public has more than casual contact. If 
the offices are to be scattered, there should 
at least be a conscious effort to establish 
some sort of logical pattern. 
Better yet, the city and county need to 
look at expansion of the present facility — 
not carving it up into closet-size com­ 
partments — or new construction 
elsewhere, if necessary. 
Yet most local officials seem to steer 
clear of discussing major new construction 
as if it were the plague or worse. And yet 
that is what they ultimately must face up 
to. 
There has been some discussion. Coun­ 


ty Commissioner Bob Colin has proposed 
an addition on the south side of the present 
County-City Building to house the city and 
county offices with which the public has 
the most contact. He also has suggested 
that the two governments look into the 
possibility of purchasing the old post office 
and federal court house, now privately 
owned, and turning it into a “ Hall of 
Justice” for city and county courts and 
jails. We are not convinced that the addi­ 
tion to the south as proposed by Colin is the 
best way to go with regard to expansion of 
the County-City Building, nor are we con­ 
vinced of the feasibility of the “ Hall of 
Justice” idea, but at least Colin is thinking 
ahead. 
There has to be some sort of plan for 
expansion, rather than the haphazard 
allocation of new space or continued out­ 
side rentals or carving up the County-City 
Building every time one agency and then 
another outgrows its present space. 
Talking to The Star the other day, 
Colin said, “ I feel the first step in solving 
the space problems should be to have a 
completely study made of the present 
building arrangement, both county and city 
offices, to determine which offices have 
more space than they need and which need 
more space as well as what additional 
space requirements they may have during 
the next ten years or more.” 
That is a place to start. The two local 
governments should make the space 
problem a priority matter this new year 
and while doing so firmly decide against in­ 
terior “remodeling'’ or partioning of the 
present County-City Building, which would 
destroy the esthetic quality of the relatively 
new structure and in time turn it into a 
monstrosity nothing better than the old 
courthouse or city hall.

If 
your sister-in-law keeps bugging you, and if you 
can afford the fee, let her pick out the “very 
good plastic surgeon” and ask his opinion At 
least it will settle the arguments.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: My mother, who is 75, 
had a stroke eight months ago resulting in 
paralysis of the right arm and leg. She has 
regained partial use of the leg but none in the 
arm I have heard that a blood thinner has 
produced good results.

Used at the right time, anti-coagulants 
(blood thinners) can minimize the risk of the 
condition becoming worse or of a subsequent 
stroke, but I would question whether there 
would be any improvement in the paralysis this

And depending on the type of stroke, such 
cfrugs might be harmful. I wouldn t consider 
such a step unless her physician sees some 
specific need for that type of medication.

Third. Arizona can get very hot indeed in 
summer. It was over 100 degrees not too long 
ago. But if you have air-conditioning, as many 
do, and will stay indoors at such times, your 
doctor might not object to your going Why not 
discuss it with him?

Stolen Papers 


Among the papers stolen recently from Daniel Ellsberg and 
now locked in a congressional safe are notes outlinirg Hubert 
Humphrey’s secret views on the Vietnam was back in 1968. 
As vice president, Humphrey couldn’t speak openly about 
the war that he privately condemned. But Ellsberg was invited 
to a secret Democratic strategy session where he took notes on 
Humphrey’s confidential remarks. 


“This Vietnam business we’re all in a lather about,’ the 
notes quote Humphrey as saying, “it’s the infected thumb on 
the palm of Asia and, beyond Asia, on the body of the world.'’ 


Humphrey blamed policies he was required to defend in 
public. “In no case,” he said, “did or could (we) possibly have 
estimated the degree of U.S. involvement, and our military 
assistance did not prepare the Vietnamese army for the right 
war.” 


He also deplored President Lyndon Johnson’s failure to 
consult Congress fully and frankly on Vietnam problems. 
Looking beyond Vietnam to what he called “the real issue,” 
he spoke gravely of the pell-mell arms race with Russia. “What 
if somebody loses his cool?” he asked dramatically. There 
would be “no defense,” the notes quote him as warning. 


“Their capacity to build more subs is three times ours,” he 
said. He recalled the 1962 Cuban missile crisis. “Krushchev (the 
late Kremlin leader) didn’t know where our subs were. Now 
they do. They can destroy us in a minute; and we can (destroy) 
them.” Humphrey described Krushchev and Pope John, accor­ 
ding to the notes, as two of the most “dynamic figures” he had 
ever met. “Both are pragmatists,” Humphrey said. 
Footnote: The notes on Humphrey’s views are part of 
Ellsberg’s papers, which recently were stolen by sneak theives, 
recovered by the police and sent to Congress.

When Williams finally realized how empty his life was, he 


stopped thinking about just himself.

"Before I didn't care about people. Now I find people really 


interesting." 


But more than that, having experienced the rigidly struc- 


tured life of the prison, "where you died every night and were 
resurrected when the bell rang every morning," 'Williams saw 
the need for reform in the American penal system. 


Williams' contention is that prison administrators can look 


. for reform solutions from three groups — "themselves, the 
general public or those who've been there. 


"Basically, there are three aspects of prisons — security, 


maintenance and control," he continued. "You have to have 
these, but you need rehabilitation, too." • 


Implementation of rehabilitation programs is Williams' 


primary goal. He acknowledged that some changes in the 
Nebraska penal system are evolving. 


"Later the sociologists and psychologists came in," but ac- 


cording to Williams, there are not enough of these counselors to

paycheck.

"I think community-based corrections is the answer," he 


added. 


But the success of this type of system would largely depend 


on the acceptance of the public, which often responds apprehen- 
sively, Williams explained. 


"When most people think of prisons they think of violence," 


he continued. "They stereotype you (an inmate) as a thug. 


'Just Need A Chance* - 


"But how do people get an education about prisons? I like 


to tell them, because some — not all — of the guys in there are 
really good, sharp. They just need a chance." 


' The ex-felon's public education program on prisons and the 


people within began about three years ago when, while still in 
prison, he became a member of the Lincoln Jaycees. Williams 
• was the first person in the .nation to be elected to the Jaycees 
board of directors while still incarcerated. 


Williams stressed that although community acceptance and 


assistance would be invaluable,to an inmate or ex-convict, "it 
takes a special type of person" to befriend an inmate. 


"A felon only wants one thing — friendship," he explained. 


"But most people are afraid of what their neighbors or friends 
might think if they visited prison regularly or had a prison in- 
mate at their home while on furlough. 


"Don't be apprehensive. A-felon is a person just like you 


• and just like me. If you are unsure, go out and visit with him for 
awhile to find out if you like each/other. 


Keep Your Promises 


"If you want to know what he is in for, ask him. He expects 


it," he added, "But above all, never, never make any promises 
you don't intend to keep. 


"If you tell an inmate that you are going to visit him next 


Wednesday, be there, because an inmate' will live each day ' 
waiting for that visit. And if you don't show, he'll be really dis- 
appointed." 


But if help from individuals within-the community is im- 


perative to the inmates' transition into society-the contribution 
by ex-convicts to the community is equally valuable. 


"The media never mentions the good things that persons in 


prison do," he contended. "They jump at the chance to give 
blood when one of the hospitals needs it. They give money to 
Cedars Home for Children. They hosted a party for 48 mentally 
retarded children from LOMR and they repair broken toys to be 
given to children. 


"The' community has to let them get involved. 
"We don't want anything given to us, we want to earn it," 


he said. "All we want is some help. If we fall down, don't turn 
your back. Put out your hand and help." 


Williams faces the next few years with optimism — 


something hard to come by when constantly given "the run- 
around" -when Applying for jobs — drive and patience, 
something he learned in prison. 


"I'm worried about the future, but everybody is," he con- 


cluded. ' 'I want to stay in Nebraska and go to work in the place I 
was raised."

worth of nothing in 1974. And, 
despite the song, nothing isn't 
plenty for them. 


As van indication of how 


serious he considers the problem

Ac- 
cording to Lack, the 7-by-7-by-4- 
inch cardboard box weighed 
three ounces. 


By law, merchants are, sup- 


posed to calculate the tare, the 
deduction for the weight of the 
packaging material, before 
weighing an item. In the case of 
prepackaged supermarket meats 
and produce, the weight 
stamped on the food is supposed 
to be minus the tare. 


In delicatessens and bakeries, 


where the goods are not 
prepackaged, consumers should 
watch the clerks carefully. If 
they fill the container and then 
weigh it, they should charge for 
an amount slightly less than 
what the scale reads. 


, If the store uses an electronic 
scale, which also calculates the 
price, the consumer should de- 
mand that the clerk put the con- 
tainer on the scale before it is 
filled so that the scale can be 
adjusted to zero.

(Mrs. Levine, a 
former teacher, now writes 
children’s books.> 
Further, through interviews 
he had been doing around the 
country for his foundation work, 
Levine decided he wanted to 
look much more deeply into the 
phenomenon of men who have, 
either personally or professional­ 
ly, taken on “ nurturing roles.” 
For this, he received a grant last 
spring from the Ford Founda­ 
tion 
“The women s movement has 
drawn attention to women in 


male occupations and I wanted 
to redress the balance by 
showing men in female roles,” 
he explained. 
“ Nurturing others is a basic 
need that men are denied by our 
society,” he added. “ It is 
another aspect of human poten­ 
tial that is not being developed 
to its fullest. 
Role Devalued 
“ And,” he said, “with more 
women taking on career roles, 
the nurturant role is being 
devalued even more.” All of 
which, he pointed out, is a rather 
curious thing, when you consider 
that what is being talked about is 
the care of human beings — the 
future generation. 
Among the 100 men he talked 
to for his study he found a 
number of characteristics in 
common. They were, he said, 
generally men with high levels of 
patience, tolerance, in ­ 
dependence of mind, security, a 
fairly strong sense of identity 
and a strong sense of their o w t i 
worth. 
They had to be fairly secure 
about themselves, Levine added, 
“ because the pressures against 
them are enormous.” Not only 
were there financial difficulties 
in most cases, because the 
women, as full or partial 
breadwinners, simply make less, 
but the men also had to face all 
the subtle and overt difficulties 
of a man taking on a socially un­ 
acceptable role. 
In the course of his study, 
Levine said, there were a 
number of questions he was in­ 
terested in exploring, such as: Is 
nurturance "natural” only to 
women or to men, too? Is only 
maternal deprivation injurious 
to children, or is paternal 
deprivation injurious, too? 
Book In Works 
As he is not doing a scientific 
study, but rather an informal 
one, he is not sure he will be 
doing any more than raising the 
questions. But he hopes to deal 
in some form with all of these 
things in a book he is now 
writing about his findings. 
One thing, however, he is pret­ 
ty sure of. “ If everybody thought 
nurturing was a rewarding and 
healthy thing to do, it would 
slowly transform society.” 
Day care, he suggested, would 
become a high priority political 
issue, much the way health care 
is now, he said. 
The whole structure of work 
might be changed to permit both 
men and women to work part- 
time 
Part-time work, along with all 
kinds of “women’s work,” might 
take on more status and be 
better ptid.

Sidewalks in Lincoln continue 


to be "inadequate or incomplete 
on-much of our street system," a 
city traffic engineering report to 
the City Council states. 
'The sidewalk report, the first 
compiled since 1965, tells where 
sidewalks are lacking in the city, 
lists sidewalk districts by priori- 
tyand recommends continuation 
of a sidewalk program. 


The one inch thick report also 


includes a section on the func- 
tion of sidewalks. 


In case the lawmakers weren't 


sure of the main purpose of 
sidewalks, traffic engineering 
staff penned: 


"There are those who believe 


that the formal sidewalk is a 
vestigial remnant as unnecessary 
as the .vermiform appendix. To 
others it is an adornment to the 
front "of the property to which, 
thank goodness, requires no 
mowing 


But, the' report asserts, "A 


sidewalk cannot be so easily dis- 
missed. 


And why not, the lawmakers 


may ask. 


Because there still are 


pedestrians, who, the report 
states "are protected and com- 
forted by the presence of a 
smooth and dry pedestrian 
way." 


Many of those pedestrians are 


school children and as a result, 
school routes for elementary and 
junior high public schools have 
been developed by the Mayor's 
School Crossing Protection Com- 
mittee. 


Other areas which generate 


foot traffic also are studied, in- 
cluding hospitals, colleges, 
churches, recreation centers, 
swimming pools, bus stops and 
parks. 


When the last sidewalk report 


was" compiled in 1965, Lincoln 
had 502 miles of streets, of which 
90% were paved. By the end of 


1973 the street system had grown 
to 683 miles, with 90% paved. 


In 1965 the report states there 


were 811 miles of sidewalk criss- 
crossing the city. Sidewalks were 
judged inadequate on 37% of the 
streets, or for 183 miles. 


There are now 1,056 miles of 


sidewalks in Lincoln. 


That means, city Traffic 


Engineer Bob Holsinger said, 
that an average of 30.6 miles of 
sidewalks are constructed every 
year. 


During the stretch between 


1965 to 1973, the miles of street 
constructed increased 21%, 
while the miles of sidewalk in- 
creased 30%. 


But, the report maintains that 


sidewalk facilities continue to be 


inadequate or incomplete. 


Jn order to insure that "safe, 


convenient and complete 
sidewalk facilities" are built in 
Lincoln, Holsinger recommends 
that the city: 


—continue its policy of 


requiring construction of 
sidewalks on both sides of the 
street in all new plats. 


—continue its policy of con- 


structing sidewalks within the 
sidewalk districts when the de- 
mand is determined by the 
sidewalk priority list or by ad- 
ditional studies. 


—adopt a policy of construc- 


ting sidewalks at all deficient 
sidewalk areas on a street which 
is in tonjunction with a paving 
district.

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By LYNN ZERSHCUNG 
Star Staff Writer 
Sidewalks in Lincoln continue 
to be inadequate or incomplete 
on much of our street system,'’ a 
city traffic engineering report to 
the City Council states. 
The sidewalk report, the first 
compiled since 1965, tells where 
sidewalks are lacking in the city, 
lists sidewalk districts by priori­ 
ty and recommends continuation 
of a sidewalk program 
The one inch thick report also 
includes a section on the func­ 
tion of sidewalks. 
In case the lawmakers weren’t 
sure of the main purpose of 
sidewalks, traffic engineering 
staff penned 
“ There are those who believe 
that the formal sidewalk is a 
vestigial remnant as unnecessary 
as the vermiform appendix. To 
others it is an adornment to the 
front of the property to which, 
thank goodness, requires no 
mowing 


But, the’ report asserts, “ A 
sidewalk cannot be so easily dis­ 
missed. 
And why not. the lawmakers 
may ask. 
Because there still are 
pedestrians, who, the report 
states “are protected and com­ 
forted by the presence of a 
smooth and dry pedestrian 
way.” 
Many of those pedestrians are 
school children and as a result, 
school routes for elementary and 
junior high public schools have 
been developed by the Mayor’s 
School Crossing Protection Com­ 
mittee 
Other areas which generate 
foot traffic also are studied, in­ 
cluding hospitals, colleges, 
churches, recreation centers, 
swimming pools, bus stops and 
parks. 
When the last sidewalk report 
was compiled in 1965, Lincoln 
had 502 miles of streets, of which 
90% were paved. By the end of 


1973 the street system had grown 
to 683 miles, with 90% paved. 
In 1965 the report states there 
were 811 miles of sidewalk criss­ 
crossing the city. Sidewalks were 
judged inadequate on 37% of the 
streets, or for 183 miles. 
There are now 1,056 miles of 
sidewalks in Lincoln. 
That means, city Traffic 
Engineer Bob Holsinger said, 
that an average of 30.6 miles of 
sidewalks are constructed every 
year. 
During the stretch between 
1965 to 1973, the miles of street 
constructed increased 27 %, 
while the miles of sidewalk in­ 
creased 30%. 
But, the report maintains that 
sidewalk facilities continue to be 


inadequate or incomplete. 
In order to insure that “safe, 
convenient and complete 
sidewalk facilities” are built in 
Lincoln, Holsinger recommends 
that the city: 
—continue its policy of 
requiring construction of 
sidewalks on both sides of the 
street in all new plats. 
—continue its policy of con­ 
structing sidewalks within the 
sidewalk districts when the de­ 
mand is determined by the 
sidewalk priority list or by ad­ 
ditional studies. 
—adopt a policy of construc­ 
ting sidewalks at all deficient 
sidewalk areas or, a street which 
is in conjunction with a paving 
district.

MIAMI (AP) - Notre. Dame 


shattered previously unbeaten 
Alabama's dreams of a national 
championship for the second 
consecutive season, extended 
the Crimson Tide's bowl jinx to 
eight years, and presented out- 
going Coach Ara Parshegian 
with a pulsating 13-11 farewell 
victory in the Orange Bowl 
Wednesday night. 


The triumph by ninth-ranked 


Notre Dame virtually assured 
college football's national 
championship to the Oklahoma 
Sooners, who completed their 
season with an 11-0 record but 
were ineligible for a bowl game 
because they are on probabtion 
for recruiting violations. 


Just as they did last season 


when they captured the national 
crown with a 24-23 victory in the 
Sugar Bowl, the Fighting Irish of 
Notre Dame ruined an otherwise 
perfect year for Alabama, which 
came here with its third Jl-0 
regular season in the last four 
years. 


Each of them, however, 


turned into a post-season dis- 
aster. This time, the second- 
ranked Crimson Tide 'was in- 
undated by a devastating Notre 
Dame defense, which ranked 
tops in the nation during a 9-2 
regular season. 


' The Irish cashed in on a fum- 
bled punt by Alabama's Willie 
Shelby on his own 16-yard line 
and took a 7-0 lead five plays 
later at 8:19 of the opening pe- 
riod on Wayne Bullock's four- 
yard smash. 


They marched 77 yards in an 


overpowering 17-play drive that 
lasted almost 7¥a minutes and 


boosted their lead to 13-0 on 
sophomore Mark McLane's nine- 
yard run around left end with 
6 
1/*! minutes gone in the second 
quarter. 


That was all Notre Dame's 


dominating defenders needed. 


They permitted Alabama to 


score on Danny Ridgeway's 21- 
yard field goal with 1:45 left in 
the second period, 10 plays after 
Alan Pizzitola recovered a fum- 
ble by Bullock at the Notre 
Dame 40. 


But the Tide could not score a 


touchdown until Richard Todd 
and Russ Schamun teamed up 
on a 48-yard pass play with 3:13 
left in the game. 


Todd then flipped a two-point 


conversion pass to George 
Pugh but Alabama disdained an 
onside kick. The Tide got the 
ball back at their own 38 with 
1:39 remaining and Todd com- 
pleted a 16-yard pass to Schamun 
and a little three-yarder to Ran- 
dy Billingsley before the Notre 
Dame defense came through one 
final time. 


With 68" seconds left, Reggie 


Barnett intercepted a Todd pass 
on his own 33, ran it back 11 
yards and the Irish ran out the 
clock. 


Parshegian, who announced 


his resignation late last month, 
completed 11 pressure-packed 
seasons at college- football's 
most storied school with a 95-17- 
4 record.— he'S'Notre Dame's 
second winningest coach, 10 
behind Knute Rocke — and won 
a prominent place in the pages 
of Irish legend. 


For Alabama's Bear Bryant, it 


was another sad chapter in a 


career which has made him the 
third winningest coach of all- 
time with 242 triumphs. Bryant 
has taken Alabama on a record 
16 consecutive bowl trips but 
this was the fourth bowl defeat

The men who make the line also would have given you more 
than 100 to one that the Huskers wouldn’t drive 99 yards for a 
touchdown and, again, they would have lost. 


According to Rick Duval, who coaches Nebraska 
linebackers and coordinates recruiting activities, the chances of 
moving the length of the field for a touchdown are about one- 
tenth of one per cent. 


But that's exactly what the Huskers did in their stirring 
comeback against the Gators. Perhaps, you could have gotten 
200 to one since Nebraska was trying to do it with a little used 
quarterback who came in “cold” after NU’s fantastic goal line 
stand which stopped the Gators on third and fourth downs from 
the one-yard line. 


The odds on stopping a team without a gam in such a situa­ 
tion also are high in this day of explosive offenses, but not quite 
as great as those against the 99-yard march. 


Although no such records are kept, the Huskers should lay 
claim to two of the longest drives of the season by one team. 
They drove 98 yards for a touchdown against Colorado. That one 
took only seven plays, however, thanks to a 55-yard run by I- 
back Monte Anthony. 


Luck Made Key Play 
Terry’ Luck, whose career until Tuesday night caused many 
fans to give him the nickname of “ Bad Luck.’’ made the key 
play int he 18-play march for the only NU touchdown when he 
kept the ball for a four-yard run from the Gator six to the two on 
third down. 


“ They still hadn't gone into a goal line defense,” Luck 
explained Wednesday morning. “ And Ortega (linebacker Ralph 
Ortega) was standing right over the hole Florida was so quick 
and they pursued so well. When I started down the line. I saw 
Ortega just take off for the outside, expecting the pitch.

Haden said he didn't expect 
Coach John McKay, the wide 
receiver's father, to call the pass 
play. 
“ We had been moving the ball 
well on the ground so I was 
rather surprised.” the quarter­ 
back said. “ It only shows that 
he knows a little more about the 
game than I do. ” 


Until that time, the Buckeyes, 
favored by six points and ranked 
third in The Associated Press 
poll, had led 17-10 over the fifth- 
ranked Trojans. 
As both dubs proved error- 
prone in the first three periods, 
most of the scoring was cram­ 
med into the fourth when Ohio 
State tallied 10 points and USC 
15 before the throng of 106,721 in

“ I don’t blame the reporters,” Osborne said. “ They were 
trying to publicize the game and since Dave was an all-American 
he was the logical person to use to try to promote the game.” 
Sugar Bowl officials report more than 10,000 tickets were sold 
after the Huskers arrived in town and Humm had to be very 
much responsible for that. 


Osborne, victim of barbs of some critics for strategy that 
has backfired over the past two seasons, was greatful things 
turned out the way they did. Just about every decision on short 
yardage situations and on electing to go for field goals turned 
out correct this time. 


On the drive that ended with the game-tying field goal, he 
went for a first down from the Gator 41 with 10:02 to play and 
Anthony picked it up. 


That might have been the biggest play of the game - other 
than Jjmmy Burrow’s fourth-down tackle that stopped Florida 
on the NU one earlier.

Newcombe 
Defeats 
Connors 


MELBOURNE, 
Australia 


(AP) — Three-time Wimbledon 
champion John Newcombe of 
Australia, saying he was "well 
psyched up" for his grudge 
match against Jimmy Connors, 
beat the American star 7-5, 3-6, 
6-4, 7-6 Wednesday and won the 
men's singles crovm at the Aus- 
tralian Open tennis champion- 
ships. 


Newcombe, seeded second, 


won the fourth set tiebreaker 9-7 
to end the three-hour battle, 
billed as a clash of champions 
culminating six months of ver- 
bal warfare as to who was the 
better player. A capacity crowd 
of 12,500 at Kooyong Stadium 
watched the struggle, played in 
90 degree heat. 


Earlier^ defending champion 


Evonne Goolagong needed just 
46 minutes to whip Martina 
Navratilova of Czechoslovakia 6- 
3, 6-2 and retain the women's 
singles title in this event, re- 
garded as one of the four most 
prestigious tournaments in ten- 
nis. 


Connors, of Belleville, HI., 


won the Australian, U.S. Open 
and Wimbledon titles last year 
and was generally rated the No. 
1 player in the world. New- 
combe, meanwhile, was widely 
recognized as the top player of 
1973, 
had beaten Connors in 


their only two meetings "of 1974 
and has bristled at the sugges- 
tion that Connors has surpassed 
him as No. 1. 


Despite the defeat, Connors 


was not about to concede his top 
ranking. 


"Just because I lose one 


match does not mean I am not 
the best," the young American 
said. "You can't win all of them 
all the time. Over the past three 
months I have won four or five 
tournaments, so one loss does 
not make me a bum." 


Connors -admitted Newcombe 


was just too good in Wednes- 
day's match, but said that on an 
indoor court, under different cir- 
cumstances, the result could be 
different. The match was played 
outdoors, on grass. 


Newcombe, the 1973 cham- 


pion here; said he had no plans 
to shoot for the Grand Slam of 
tennis, since his commitment to 
•World Team Tennis will prevent 
him from competing in the 
French Open. But he does aim to 
win Forest. Hills, and par- 
ticularly Wimbledon. 


"I now have to psyche myself 


up for various matches," the wi- 
ly, 32-year-old Australian vet- 
eran said. "Today I was well psy- 
ched up. I have set myself the 
objective of helping Australia in 
the Davis Cup, and then 
. Wimbledon as my own personal 
objective. 


"When you get to 30 and have 


been playing tennis as long as 1 
have, you have to set yourself an 
objective—and this year it is 
Wimbledon for me." 


Connors said he was not sur- 


prised Newcombe played so 
well. 


"Why not? He has been-play- 


ing good tennis all week," Con- 
nors said. "Just because other 
players .have been taking him to 
five sets does not mean he is 
playing badly, they could be 
playing above themselves." • 


Much of the match was played 


from the baselines, with the 
players exchanging ground 
strokes. There was just one ser- 
vice break in each of the first 
two sets, three in the third and 
two in the fourth. 


Newcombe grabbed a 4-1 lead 


in the final set, but Connors 
fought back to even it at 6-6, for- 
cing the tiebreaker. 


Australians John Alexander 


and Phil Dent captured the 
men's doubles final with a 6-3,7- 
6 decision over Allan Stone of 
Australia and Bob Carmichael of 
France.

LUBBOCK, 'Tex. (AP) - 


.Steve Sloan, who guided a me- 
diocre Vanderbilt football pro- 
gram to respectability and a 
bowl bid in just two seasons, has 
signed to coach his Peach Bowl 
enemy, Texas Tech..'. 


Sloan's contract reportedly is 


• for $36,500 a.year for four years 
and includes a lucrative tele- 
vision contract. 


"We feel fortunate to, have 


acquired the services of Coach 
Sloan," Tech Athletic Director 
J. T. King, said. "He is recog- 
nized as one of the top young 
coaches in the nation and we are 
confident he will be a great asset 
to our football program and the 
university as well." 


Sloan's 1974 Vanderbilt team 


posted a 7-3-1 record. It was the 
first time since 1955 that a Van- 
derbilt team had won more than 
five games in a season. 


The Associated Press named 


Sloan Southeastern Conference 
Coach of the Year. 


Texas Tech approached Sloan 


about the job Sunday after the 
Peach Bowl,, Vanderbilt's first 
bowl appearance in 19 years. 
Sloan flew to Lubbock to look 
over the facilities and returned 
to Nashville Monday. 


-Sloan played college ball un- 


der Bear Bryant, aj; Alabama and 
quarterbacked the Crimson Tide 
to a national championship in 
1965. 


Sloan quarterbacked the At- 


lanta Falcons for two years be- 
fore taking on coaching assign- 
ments at Florida State Univer- 
sity and Georgia Tech. Van- 
derbilt hired him in February 
1973. 


Sloan said Tuesday he flatly 


refused to discuss the matter 
with King or any other Texas 
Tech official until after the 
Peach Bowl Saturday. 


The Commodores, in their 


first bowl appearance in 19 
years, tied Carlen's Red Raiders 
6-6 in his last game as Tech 
coach before he moved to South 
Carolina. 


Stapleton said he was sur- 


prised Sloan -visited Lubbock 
since he had withdrawn his 
name from among those being 
considered for the South Caro- 
lina post. 


"I saw Steve Monday after- 


noon, but the subject of his visit 
never came up," Stapleton said. 


Word that Sloan was seriously 


.considering the Texas Tech job 
spread across Nashville late 
Monday night.

Trie most frequent violations were carrying a loaded 


shotgun in a vehicle and hunting with an artificial light. Carrying 
a loaded shotgun in a vehicle reminds of me a fella back in Iowa 
lused to know several years back. He ended up with a load of 
six shot in the chest.

Some people can't learn by others' mistakes, nor do they 


have any inkling of what safety, respect and'some of those other 
related words might mean. It'd probably take a load of six's 
going off through the floorboard or elsewhere to convince them 
it ain't all that smart an idea to be prepared to get off the! first 
shot when you get out of the car. 


Poachers Galore. 


As for the hunting with artificial light gang. I personally 


could not be more happy to see this list of-customers paying 
their fines. Why? Because the majority are the poachers giving 
hunting a bad name. 


Hunting or possessing game in closed season (12 arrests) 


trails the artificial light boys (32) and loaded shotgunners (74) in 
number of arrests. They are in the same boat as the artificial 
light hunters — poachers no good to anyone, except they were 
able to bag their illegal game before they got caught. 


Now take a look at who your violators are — big city folks or 


small town or country livers? Most people would immediately 
'respond with the big city folks since many of the big city hunters 
don't seem.to know what respect means. ; ; . 


But the surprise is, the majority of violators come from 


rural or smaller townjackgrounds. Lincoln had 12 violators. 
Omaha seven and out-of-staters eight. The rest, some 139, were 
small town or rural people. . 


The reasons behind the committing of these violations are ' 


uncertain. What drives a man to poach a deer or carry a loaded 
shotgun in the car or do anything else he knows or should know 
is illegal? Only the violator knows for sure. 


The problem of violators of Game and Parks regulations is a 


continuing one. The 166 names were violators convicted in near- 
ly one month. Violations ranged from borrowing a deer .permit 
to shooting from a highway to trapping without a permit to over 
limit to being on a closed beach. 


Fines ranged from $10 for attempting to take waterfowl 


without a duck stamp to over $300 for illegal deer possession. 


When are folks going to think-about what they're doing and 


mature enough to stay within the law? Some 166 guys learned a 
lesson the hard way.

MELBOURNE, 
Australia 
(AP) — Three-time Wimbledon 
champion John Newcombe of 
Australia, saying he was “well 
psyched up“ for his grudge 
match against Jimmy Connors, 
beat the American star 7-5, 3-6, 
6-4, 7-6 Wednesday and won the 
men’s singles crown at the Aus­ 
tralian Open tennis champion­ 
ships 
Newcombe. seeded second, 
won the fourth set tiebreaker 9-7 
to end the three-hour battle, 
bilk'd as a clash of champions 
culminating six months of ver­ 
bal warfare as to who was the 
better player. A capacity crowd 
of 12.500 at Kooyong Stadium 
watched the struggle, played in 
90 degree heat. 
Earlier, defending champion 
Evonne Goolagong needed just 
46 minutes to whip Martina 
Navratilova of Czechoslovakia 6- 
3, 6-2 and retain the women’s 
singles title in this event, re­ 
garded as one of the four most 
prestigious tournaments in ten­ 
nis. 
Connors, of Belleville, 111., 
won the Australian, U.S. Open 
and Wimbledon titles last year 
and was generally rated the No. 
1 player in the world New­ 
combe, meanwhile, was widely 
recognized as the top player of 
1973, had beaten Connors in 
their only two meetings of 1974 
and has bristled at the sugges­ 
tion that Connors has surpassed 
him as No 1 
Despite the defeat. Connors 
was not about to concede his top 
ranking 
‘Just because I lose one 
match does not mean I am not 
the best.’’ the young American 
said “ You can t win all of them 
all the time. Over the past three 
months 1 have won four or five 
tournaments, so one loss does 
not make me a bum.’’ 
Connors admitted Newcombe 
was just too good in Wednes­ 
day's match, but said that on an 
indoor court, under different cir­ 
cumstances, the result could be 
different. The match was played 
outdoors, on grass. 
Newcombe. the 1973 cham­ 
pion here; said he had no plans 
to shoot for the Grand Slam of 
tennis, since his commitment to 
World Team Tennis will prevent 
him from competing in the 
French Open But he does aim to 
win Forest Hills, and par­ 
ticularly Wimbledon 
“ I now have to psyche myself 
up for various matches," the wi­ 
ly. 32-year-old Australian vet­ 
eran said “Today 1 was well psy­ 
ched up I have set myself the 
objective of helping Australia in 
the Davis Cup. and then 
Wimbledon as my own personal 
objective. 
"When you get to 30 and have 
been playing tennis as long as I 
have, you have to set yourself an 
objective—and this year it is 
Wimbledon for me," 
Connors said he was not sur­ 
prised Newcombe played so 
well 
“ Why not9 He has been play­ 
ing good tennis all week.” Con­ 
nors said “Just because other 
players have been taking him to 
five sets does not mean he is 
playing badly, they could be 
playing above themselves.“ 
Much of the match was played 
from the baselines, with the 
players exchanging ground 
strokes There was just one ser­ 
vice break in each of the first 
two sets, three in the third and 
two in the fourth 
Newcombe grabbed a 4-1 lead 
in the final set, but Connors 
fought back to even it at 6-6, for­ 
cing the tiebreaker. 
Australians John Alexander 
and Phil Dent captured the 
men’s doubles final with a 63, 7- 
6 decision over Allan Stone of 
Australia and Bob Carmichael of 
France

Texas Tech 
Gets Sloan 


LUBBOCK, Tex. 
(AP) - 
Steve Sloan, who guided a me­ 
diocre Vanderbilt football pro­ 
gram to respectability and a 
bowl bid in just two seasons, has 
signed to coach his Peach Bowl 
enemy, Texas Tech. 


Sloan’s contract reportedly is 
for $36.500 a year for four years 
and includes a lucrative tele­ 
vision contract. 
“ We feel fortunate to have 
acquired the services of Coach 
Sloan.” Tech Athletic Director 
J. T. King, said. “ He is recog­ 
nized as one of the top young 
coaches in the nation and we are 
confident he will be a great asset 
to our football program and the 
university as well.” 


Sloan’s 1974 Vanderbilt team 
posted a 7-3-1 record. It was the 
first time since 1955 that a Van­ 
derbilt team had won more than 
five games in a season. 


The Associated Press named 
Sloan Southeastern Conference 
Coach of the Year. 


Texas Tech approached Sloan 
about the job Sunday after the 
Peach Bowl, Vanderbilt’s first 
bowl appearance in 19 years. 
Sloan flew to Lubbock to look 
over the facilities and returned 
to Nashville Monday. 


Sloan played college ball un­ 
der Bear Bryant at Alabama and 
quarterbacked the Crimson Tide 
to a national championship in 
1965 
Sloan quarterbacked the At­ 
lanta Falcons for two years be­ 
fore taking on coaching assign­ 
ments at Florida State Univer­ 
sity and Georgia Tech Van­ 
derbilt hired him in February 
1973. 


Sloan said Tuesday he flatly 
refused to discuss the matter 
with King or any other Texas 
Tech official until after the 
Peach Bowl Saturday. 
The Commodores, in their 
first bowl appearance in 19 
years, tied Carlen’s Red Raiders 
6-6 in his last game as Tech 
coach before he moved to South 
Carolina. 
Stapleton said he was sur­ 
prised Sloan visited Lubbock 
since he had withdrawn his 
name from among those being 
considered for the South Caro­ 
lina post. 
“ I saw Steve Monday after­ 
noon, but the subject of his visit 
never came up,” Stapleton said.

The release started with an introductory paragraph reading, 
“ Nebraska hunting and fishing permits can be used only by the 
person to whom they are issued, and cannot be borrowed or 
transferred to anyone else. Latest arrest records of Game and 
Parks Commission officers include:"

Then followed a listing of the most recent violaters of Game 
and Parks’ regulations and laws. Whould you believe 166 
names?! Three pages of violators! 


Impressive, isn’t it. That there are that manv people who 
fail to abide by wjldlife-related regulations tends to frighten a 
body. 
The most frequent violations were carrying a loaded 
shotgun in a vehicle and hunting with an artificial light. Carrying 
a loaded shotgun in a vehicle reminds of me a fella back in Iowa 
I used to know several years back. He ended up with a load of 
six shot in the chest. 
Some people can’t learn by others mistakes, nor do they 
have any inkling of what safety, respect and some of those other 
related words might mean. It'd probably take a load of six s 
going off through the floorboard or elsewhere to convince them 
it ain’t all that smart an idea to be prepared to get off the first 
shot when you get out of the car. 
Poachers Galore 
As for the hunting with artificial light gang. I personally 
could not be more happy to see this list of customers paying 
their fines. Why’ Because the majority are the poachers giving 
hunting a bad name. 
Hunting or possessing game in closed season (12 arrests) 
trails the artificial light boys (32) and loaded shotgunners (74) in 
number of arrests. They are in the same boat as the artificial 
light hunters - poachers no good to anyone, except they were 
able to bag their illegal game before they got caught. 


Now take a look at who your violators are — big city folks or 
small town or country livers? Most people would immediately 
respond with the big city folks since many of the big city hunters 
don’t seem to know what respect means. 


But the surprise is, the majority of violators come from 
rural or smaller town backgrounds. Lincoln had 12 violators. 
Omaha seven and out-of-staters eight The rest, some 139. were 
small town or rural people. 
The reasons behind the committing of these violations are 
uncertain Wrhat drives a man to poach a deer or carry a loaded 
shotgun in the car or do anything else he knows or should know 
is illegal? Only the violator knows for sure. 
The problem of violators of Game and Parks regulations is a 
continuing one. The 166 names were violators convicted in near­ 
ly one month. Violations ranged from borrowing a deer permit 
to shooting from a highway to trapping without a permit to over 
limit to being on a closed beach. 
Fines ranged from $10 for attempting to take waterfowl 
without a duck stamp to over $300 for illegal deer possession 
When are folks going to think about what they're doing and 
mature enough to stay within the law9 Some 166 guys learned a 
lesson the hard way.

Pasadena, Calif. (UPI) - 
Woody Hayes was a good loser 
New Year’s day. 
The veteran Ohio State coach 
who isn’t noted for taking defeat 
gracefully said University of 
Southern California was the best 
team the Buckeyes have played 
this season. 
“ They beat us by one point, so 
I guess they have to be the best 
team we’ve played,” Hayes said 
after a last-minute 18-17 Trojan 
win in the Rose Bowl.

Survey, a plurality of the 
American people believe the 
country will be in a depression a 
year from now, although a 2-to-l 
majority does not feel the coun­ 
try is in a depression now. 


Eighty per cent of the people 
and a majority for the past year 
solidly believe America is now in 
a recession. Sixty per cent 
believe that the nation will still 
be in the grips of a recession a 
year from now. 


Those conclusions from the 
latest Harris Survey, which was 
conducted among 1,466 
households nationwide between 
December 13 and 17, reveal a 
low public opinion of the current 
state of the economy and 
growing pessimism about the 
next 12 months.

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Sides Are Chosen

Pierre, S.D. — Two persons were critical- 


ly wounded Monday as white ranchers and 
members of the American Indian Movement 
exchanged gunfire near the Pine Ridge Indian 
Reservation. 


Gov. Richard Kniep has activated the 


South Dakota National Guard to control both 
white and Indian vigilante groups patrolling 
areas in and around the reservation. 


The gunfire erupted following a prediction 


by a leading U.S. Senate Democrat th'at a 
historic bill returning much of western South 
Dakota to the Sioux would pass in the Senate. 


& * ft 
Such a scenario is improbable, but not impossible. 
A small-scale civil war could be the eventual out- 


growth of the current court test in Lincoln of the 1868 
Fort Laramie Treaty's validity. 


In some respects that war has already been 


declared. 


AIM leaders appear to be unwavering in their in- 


sistence that "their" land in South Dakota be 
returned. 


No less intransigent is a group called the Civil 


Liberties for South Dakota Citizens, Inc.. which one 
member said is willing to use guns to protect "their" 
land and families. 


Essence intertwined 


To both sides, the very essence of what it means to 


be an Indian or a white rancher is intertwined in the 
treaty trial and the land. 


At stake is half of South Dakota, west of the 


Missouri River; and a small sliver of North Dakota — 
an area of roughly 41,300 square miles which had a 
1970 population of 200,000. 


In monetary terms, the area's market value is 


roughly $2 billion. Western South Dakota, and in par- 
ticular the Black Hills region, accounts for the bulk of 
the state's $250 million-a-year tourism industry. 


Principally rangeland, the area set aside for the 


Sioux in the 1868 treaty includes the famous 
Homestake Mine, which produced gold worth $23.8 
million in 1973. 


The treaty trial in Lincoln is the first step in what 


will undoubtedly be along road of appeals leading to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 


Court Limited 


But the Supreme Court, legal experts pointed out, 


cannot return the land nor can it order a money settle- 
ment. All it can do is declare the treaty binding or in- 
valid. 


Congress will have to be the final judge of what, if 


anything, the United States government owes the 
Sioux people. 


. The question then boils down to politics, and 


returning western South Dakota to the Sioux is 


politically unrealistic, according to a number of South 
Dakota politicians and Indian leaders. 


One prominent South Dakotan, who asked not to 


be identified, said, "They (the Indians) didn't get a fair 
shake, but that's not the issue. It's tragic, but the big 
tragedy is that it has to come to this (the treaty case to 
get the land back.) 


'Playing A Game' 


"To talk literally about giving the land back is 


meaningless," he said. "They're playing a game with 
white America. In reality, it's not going to happen. 
The 1868 Treaty is just one; theoretically, they could 
back us up all the way to Manhattan." 


Mark Meierhenry, an Indian legal aid attorney in 


Vermillion, said the court could rule that Congress did 
not change boundaries, just the ownership of the land 
given the Sioux under the 1868 Treaty. 


That would put the area in question under Sioux 


jurisdiction but would not immediately affect 
ownership. 
, 


"Politically, ownership of the land by the 


Indians doesn't seem feasible," Meierhenry said. 


Insists Return Feasible 


Dennis Banks, an AIM leader, insisted return of 


the land is a reasonable alternative. 


As for monetary reparations like the proposed 


$104 million Black Hills settlement, Banks said, "I 
don't think traditional Indians will settle for that 
(money). 


Plants and animal life are our relations. We have 


our roots with the earth. Because of the earth there's a 
special oneness, a special feeling between animal and 
plant life. That's what land means to a majority — 
99% — of Indian people." 


How 'does Banks respond to the rancher who says 


the land is rightfully his because his family made it 
productive? 


"He's already made up his mind . . . that he's 


going to die for his piece of property. A person like 
that should look at the Cuyahoga River in Ohio. That 
river (is so polluted that it) is noted for catching on 
fire," Banks said. 


'Should Look At Land' 


"Then he should look at Ihe land and visit the 


reservation where the 'Indians haven't done anything 
to the land' and see ifhe can honestly mean that in a 
derogatory manner. There are crops being grown — 
corn, squash, peas, most every kind of fruit." 


Indians, he said, are willing to fight for the land 


"as long as the rivers shall flow and the sun shall 
shine." 
» 
' 
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"If we win this case at the highest level, I'll be 


willing to let ranchers and farmers "instruct our at- 
torneys to get as much compensation out of the 
government as possible — providing it doesn't come 
from Indian money." 


Bob Burnette, president of the Rosebud Sioux 


Tribe in South Dakota, said almost every Indian would 
agree with Banks' statement. 


"But we must face political reality in this coun- 


try," Burnette said. 


'Believe The Unreal' 


Statements by John Thorne, the attorney arguing 


the treaty case for AIM, have Banks and others 
believing something unreal, Burnette said. 


"The court may rule in favor of the defendants 


(the Wounded Knee occupants), but I don't think it 
will have any implications... that this area would be 
governed in any other way" except by the U.S. federal 
and state government system, he said. 


In the meantime, Burnette said the treaty trial 


"isn't helping us keep the peace by any means... I 
don't think Thorne cares what he's doing. Dennis 
(Banks) and (Russell) Means don't know what they're 
doing." 


Some 500 South Dakotans living in and around the 


reserations have formed the Civil Liberties for South 
Dakota Citizens, Inc., "to promote the unified protec- 
tion of civil and constitutional liberties and property 
rights of all South Dakota citizens and to promote the 
uniform application of civil and criminal laws." 


Called White Vigilantes 


To Burnette, the Civil Liberties group translates 


- into white vigilantes bent on the destruction of the In- 


dian tribes. 


"They've made statements in front of me that all 


treaties should be torn up and the Indian tribes 
destroyed," Burnette said. 


"These guys are out of the past; but they're for 


real." 


Bob Halferty, a Mission, S.D., rancher, said the 


group is not a bunch of vigilantes and is seeking a 
peaceful solution to the problems of whites living in 
and around the reservations. 


Yet, he acknowledged, "We've got guns, but we're 


not willing to use them except to defend our own 
property and families." 


He said, "There's a lot of intimidation going on up 


here... We're concerned that the tribal governments 
are not capable of handling it... The federal and state 
governments have abandoned the citizens in regard to 
their rights." 


Range Fires Cited 


What sparked their concern were range fires 


which destroyed 12,000 acres of tinder-dry grassland 
last June and July. Halferty said the tribal police have 
admitted that the fires were deliberately set. 


The group is also concerned about liberal rulings 


by federal courts which "the people won't stand for." 
he said. Other concerns include recent tribal or- 
dinances saying non-Indians can be tried in tribal 
courts and restricting hunting to reservation residents. 


Assessing the situation, Burnette, the Rosebud 


leader, said, "The publicity is creating a lot <ft 
problems for me politically I'm trying to keep thirfgs 
from exploding." 


Referring to the Lincoln Indian trials, Burnette 


remarked, "While they're on trial down there for 
some of their lives, we're on trial here for the 
existence of Indian tribes " 
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Indians Say Of Reception Here: 


Pretty Damned Bad

With a few exceptions the Lincoln reception given 


Wounded Knee defendants and supporters has been 
"pretty damn bad," according to Gerald Thomas a 
resident at the barracks in Air Park West. 


Thomas, 39, of Twin Oaks, Maine,-said the Indians 


have not met with much open, overt prejudice, but 
have had to cope with a subtler and often more in- 
sidious form of bigqtry. 


"Poor service" is one of the most common forms of 


covert discrimination, he said. 


A group of Indians may go into a public place ahead 


of two or three groups of whites, he said, but the In- 
dians will be forced to wait until the white people have 
been waited on before they are acknowledged. 


And then, he said, employes of the business act in 


a manner that leaves no doubt they would rather have 
the Indians go somewhere else. 


A bartender may tell an Indian he is drunk the 


minute he walks in the door and refuse to serve him, 
Thomas said, which amounts'to telling him he can't be 
served because he is an Indian. 


'More Curiosity Than Support' 


AIM national chairman John Trudell, 33, of 


Niobrara. said there is very little support for the In- 
dians in Lincoln and even most of those people at the 
rallies went more out of curiosity than anything else. 


He said Lincoln people do not support the Indian 


cause because "you can't support something you don't 
know anything about" and the people of Lincoln 
generally don't know anything about Indian problems. 


' Trudell said the lack of support is due to the fact 


that the people are "removed from the problem" by 
their "high level of affluence." 


The AIM leader said the middle class tries to 


maintain the status quo because it is most easily in- 
timidated by change. 


The very rich are free because they can buy their 


way out of most problems and the very poor have a 
certain kind of freedom because they have nothing 
really to lose, he added. 


'Not Achieving Goals' 


Trudell said that even those people who are' 


genuinely trying to be supportive are not achieving 
their goals. 


They provide food and shelter, he said, but they 


are only supporting bodies while their laws grind away 
tryihg to destroy the Indians. In a sense the supporters 
are really the oppressors, Trudell said. 


'if the people truly supported the Indian cause 


the^ would try to stop the use of the legal system 
against the Indians and would battle the oppressor j-

rather than just try to keep the "victim comfortable 
while he is being killed," he said. 


Though most of Lincoln's bigotry and discrimina- 


tion is subtle and covert there are times when that 
prejudice has been an immediate and threatening 
problem. 
- 
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Tavern Incident Told 


Mike Clifford, 20, of Buffalo, N.Y., told The Star 


of one such incident: 


A short time ago Clifford and some friends went 


into The Lodge tavern at 2135 0 and were told by the 
manager that the owner had instructed him not to 
serve Indians. 


He said the manager even wrote a note to that 


effect and signed it. 


Clifford said he and his friends left but returned 


on the advice of Wounded'Knee attorneys to get the 
note dated. He said the manager then dated and again 
signed the note. 


He said that when he and his friends decided 


they had a right to be there and refused to leave one of 
the men in the tavern tried to push him out. 


Disturbing Peace Charge 


A scuffle ensued and the police arrived and 


arrested Clifford for disturbing the peace, he said. 


Clifford said that in court the patrons who had 


been in the tavern lied and testified that he had started 
the fight, had tried to get at the barmaid behind the 
bar and said that the manager was not on the 
premises. 


Clifford said Judge Neal Dusenberry told him that 


when witnesses give conflicting testimony the judge 
must make a decision as to who had the mosi 
credibility and that he found the other witnesses more 
credible than Clifford and his friends and found him 
guilty. 


Robert Easley, who helps in the administration of 


The Lodge Inc. business, said the manager did write 
the note, but said that he had gotten excited and did 
not write what he meant. 
_ . - 


He said the policy of The Lodge is to serve all peo- 


ple, but to refuse service to people who "are drunk or 
troublesome." 


'Not Enough Words' 


Speaking of the note, Easley said the manager just 


"didn't get enough words in there." 
' 


He said he was told that Clifford had been 


drinking when he came into the tavern and used "foul 
language" and was being "troublesome." 
v 


Clifford said the police officer who arrested him 


testified that he (Clifford) was not drunk, did not smell 
of alcohol and was very cooperative. 


Easley said, "We serve Indians,and colored all the 


time" adding that Clifford's friends bought some 
liquor when they left. 


Uneventful Life Here 


Except for the importance and excitement of the 


trial itself, and the occasional aggravation of dealing 
with white Lincoln, life for Indians has been unevent- 
ful. 


The lifestyle at the Wounded Knee barracks in Air 


Park West is usually slow-paced with little else to do 
but watch television, play cards, visit and eat. 


Thomas said most of the people "sit around and 


shoot the bull" and some do legal work and paper 
work needed for the trials. 


Children occupy their time tearing up and down 


the hallways in endless games and the older people are 
usually tired after a day in court and like to spend 
quiet evenings visiting or watching television. 


The younger people go into town "a couple of 


times a week to the movies" Thomas said. Some 
theaters have provided passes to the Indians. 


Hundreds Have Given Help Here 


During the several weeks of Wounded Knee trials 


and the Fort Laramie Treaty hearing, hundreds of Lin- 
colnites have been involved in assiting Indians tem- 
porarilyliving in the Capital City. 


Assistance efforts have been spearheaded by the 


Lincoln Committee of Concerned People (LCCP), 
chaired, by Rev. Robert Jeambey.' 


Prior to the arrival of defendants and witnesses, a 


building among the barracks at the old Lincoln air 


base was remodeled as a housing unit. Much of the 
remodeling was citizen funded. 


Churches, civic organizations and citizens have 


provided meals for the hundreds of Indians, as well as 
clothing, housing, transportation, bedding, cribs, 
Christmas gifts for children, and coordinative 
assistance for problems which have arisen during the 
trials. 


Thousands of dollars have been raised by LCCP to 


support the assistance and Jeambey said this week 


h 


that since the last Lincoln legal battle is ending (the 
Fort Larmie Treaty closing arguments are Thursday), 
his organization will soon release finished figures and 
information about the extent of aid offered Indians by 
Lincoln citizens.

The last report by LCCP, which covered funding 


and expenditures through Aug. 30, showed more than 
over $4,500 had been raised mostly through churches 
and $1,832 had been spent.

The Treaty 


The Fort Laramie Treaty of 1868 is the 


focal point of the Indian rights and 
sovereignty trial being heard by Judge 
Warren K. Urbom in U.S. District Court in 
Lincoln. 


Following is a major part of that treaty/ 


with deletions noted by ellipsis marks 
(. .): 


"ARTICLE I. 
"From this day forward all war between 


the^ parties to this agreement shall forever 
cease . ..

Pierre, S D — Two persons were critical­ 
ly wounded Monday as white ranchers and 
members of the American Indian Movement 
exchanged gunfire near the Pine Ridge Indian 
Reservation. 
Gov. Richard Kniep has activated the 
South Dakota National Guard to control both 
white and Indian vigilante groups patrolling 
areas in and around the reservation. 
The gunfire erupted following a prediction 
by a leading U.S. Senate Democrat that a 
historic bill returning much of western South 
Dakota to the Sioux would pass in the Senate.

Such a scenario is improbable, but not impossible. 
A small-scale civil war could be the eventual out­ 
growth of the current court test in Lincoln of the 1868 
Fort Laramie Treaty’s validity. 
In some respects that war has already been 
declared 
AIM leaders appear to be unwavering in their in­ 
sistence that “their" land in South Dakota be 
returned 
No less intransigent is a group called the Civil 
Liberties for South Dakota Citizens, Inc., which one 
member said is willing to use guns to protect “their” 
land and families. 


Essen ce In tertwin ed 
To both sides, the very essence of what it means to 
be an Indian or a white rancher is intertwined in the 
treaty trial and the land 
At stake is half of South Dakota, west of the 
Missouri River; and a small sliver of North Dakota — 
an area of roughly 41.300 square miles which had a 
1970 population of 200.000. 
In monetary terms, the area’s market value is 
roughly $2 billion Western South Dakota, and in par­ 
ticular the Black Hills region, accounts for the bulk of 
the state s $250 million-a-year tourism industry. 
Principally rangeland, the area set aside for the 
Sioux in the 1868 treaty includes the famous 
Homestake Mine, which produced gold worth $23.8 
million in 1973 
The treaty trial in Lincoln is the first step in what 
will undoubtedly be along road of appeals leading to 
the U S Supreme Court. 


Cou rt Limited 
But the Supreme Court, legal experts pointed out, 
cannot return the land nor can it order a money settle­ 
ment All it can do is declare the treaty binding or in­ 
valid. 
Congress will have to be the final judge of what, if 
anything, the United States government owes the 
Sioux people 
The question then boils down to politics, and 
returning western South Dakota to the Sioux is 


politically unrealistic, according to a number of South 
Dakota politicians and Indian leaders. 
One prominent South Dakotan, who asked not to 
be identified, said. “They (the Indians) didn’t get a fair 
shake, but that’s not the issue. It’s tragic, but the big 
tragedy is that it has to come to this (the treaty case to 
get the land back.) 


‘Playin g A Game’ 
“To talk literally about giving the land back is 
meaningless,” he said. “They’re playing a game with 
white America. In reality, it’s not going to happen. 
The 1868 Treaty is just one; theoretically, they could 
back us up all the way to Manhattan.” 


Mark Meierhenry, an Indian legal aid attorney in 
Vermillion, said the court could rule that Congress did 
not change boundaries, just the ownership of the land 
given the Sioux under the 1868 Treaty. 
That would put the area in question under Sioux 
jurisdiction but would not immediately affect 
ownership. 
"Politically, ownership of the land by the 
Indians doesn’t seem feasible,” Meierhenry said 


In sists Retu rn Feasib le 
Dennis Banks, an AIM leader, insisted return of 
the land is a reasonable alternative. 
As for monetary reparations like the proposed 
$104 million Black Hills settlement, Banks said, “ I 
don't think traditional Indians will settle for that 
(money). 
Plants and animal life are our relations. We have 
our roots with the earth Because of the earth there’s a 
special oneness, a special feeling between animal and 
plant life. That’s what land means to a majority — 
99% — of Indian people.” 


How does Banks respond to the rancher who says 
the land is rightfully his because his family made it 
productive? 
“ He’s already made up his mind . . . that he’s 
going to die for his piece of property. A person like 
that should look at the Cuyahoga River in Ohio. That 
river (is so polluted that it) is noted for catching on 
fire,” Banks said. 


‘Sh ou ld Look At Lan d ’ 
“Then he should look at the land and visit the 
reservation where the ‘Indians haven’t done anything 
to the land' and see if he can honestly mean that in a 
derogatory manner. There are crops being grown — 
corn, squash, peas, most every kind of fruit.” 


Indians, he said, are willing to fight for the land 
“as long as the rivers shall flow and the sun shall 
shine.” 
» 
“ If we win this case at the highest level. I’ll be 
willing to let ranchers and farmers instruct our at­ 
torneys to get as much compensation out of the 
government as possible — providing it doesn't come 
from Indian money.” 
Bob Burnette, president of the Rosebud Sioux 
Tribe in South Dakota, said almost every Indian would 
agree with Banks’ statement. 


“ But we must face political reality in this coun­ 
try,” Burnette said. 


‘Believe Th e Un real’ 
Statements by John Thorne, the attorney arguing 
the treaty case for AIM, have Banks and others 
believing something unreal, Burnette said. 
“ The court may rule in favor of the defendants 
(the Wounded Knee occupants), but I don’t think it 
will have any implications... that this area would be 
governed in any other way” except by the U.S. federal 
and state government system, he said. 
In the meantime, Burnette said the treaty trial 
“isn’t helping us keep the peace by any means ... I 
don’t think Thorne cares what he’s doing. Dennis 
(Banks) and (Russell) Means don’t know what they’re 
doing.” 
Some 500 South Dakotans living in and around the 
reserations have formed the Civil Liberties for South 
Dakota Citizens, Inc., “ to promote the unified protec­ 
tion of civil and constitutional liberties and property 
rights of all South Dakota citizens and to promote the 
uniform application of civil and criminal laws.” 


Called Wh ite Vigilan tes 
To Burnette, the Civil Liberties group translates 
into white vigilantes bent on the destruction of the In­ 
dian tribes. 
“They’ve made statements in front of me that all 
treaties should be tom up and the Indian tribes 
destroyed.” Burnette said. 
“ These guys are out of the past, but they’re for 
real.” 
Bob Halferty, a Mission, S.D., rancher, said the 
group is not a bunch of vigilantes and is seeking a 
peaceful solution to the problems of whites living in 
and around the reservations. 
Yet, he acknowledged, “ We’ve got guns, but we’re 
not willing to use them except to defend our own 
property and families.” 
He said, “There’s a lot of intimidation going on up 
here ... We’re concerned that the tribal governments 
are not capable of handling it... The federal and state 
governments have abandoned the citizens in regard to 
their rights.” 


Ran ge Fires Cited 
What sparked their concern were range fires 
which destroyed 12,000 acres of tinder-dry grassland 
last June and July. Halferty said the tribal police have 
admitted that the fires were deliberately set. 
The group is also concerned about liberal rulings 
by federal courts which “the people won’t stand for.” 
he said. Other concerns include recent tribal or­ 
dinances saying non-Indians can be tried in tribal 
courts and restricting hunting to reservation residents. 
Assessing the situation. Burnette, the Rosebud 
leader, said. “The publicity is creating a lot oT 
problems for me politically. I'm trying to keep thirfgs 
from exploding.” 
Referring to the Lincoln Indian trials. Burnette 
remarked, “While they're on trial down there for 
some of their lives, we re on trial here for the 
existence of Indian tribes."

With a few exceptions the Lincoln reception given 
Wounded Knee defendants and supporters has been 
“ pretty damn bad," according to Gerald Thomas a 
resident at the barracks in Air Park West. 
Thomas, 39, of Twin Oaks, Maine, said the Indians 
have not met with much open, overt prejudice, but 
have had to cope with a subtler and often more in­ 
sidious form of bigqtry. 
“ Poor service” is one of the most common forms of 
covert discrimination, he said 
A group of Indians may go into a public place ahead 
of two or three groups of whites, he said, but the In­ 
dians will be forced to wait until the white people have 
been waited on before they are acknowledged. 
And then, he said, employes of the business act in 
a manner that leaves no doubt they would rather have 
the Indians go somewhere else 
A bartender may tell an Indian he is drunk the 
minute he walks in the door and refuse to serve him, 
Thomas said, which amounts to telling him he can’t be 
served because he is an Indian 
‘More Cu riosity Th an Su p p ort' 
AIM national chairman John Trudell, 33. of 
Niobrara, said there is very little support for the In­ 
dians in Lincoln and even most of those people at the 
rallies went more out of curiosity than anything else. 
He said Lincoln people do not support the Indian 
cause because “you can’t support something you don’t 
know anything about” and the people of Lincoln 
generally don’t know anything about Indian problems. 
Trudell said the lack of support is due to the fact 
that the people are “removed from the problem” by 
their “high level of affluence.” 
The AIM leader said the middle class tries to 
maintain the status quo because it is most easily in­ 
timidated by change. 
The very nch are free because they can buy their 
way out of most problems and the very poor have a 
certain kind of freedom because they have nothing 
really to lose, he added 


‘Not Ach ievin g Goals' 
Trudell said that even those people who are 
genuinely trying to be supportive are not achieving 
their goals. 
They provide food and shelter, he said, but they 
are only supporting bodies while their laws grind away 
try ing to destroy the Indians. In a sense the supporters 
are really the oppressors. Trudell said 
If the people truly supported the Indian cause 
they would try to stop the use of the legal system 
against the Indians and would battle the oppressor

rather than just try to keep the "victim comfortable 
while he is being killed,” he said. 
Though most of Lincoln’s bigotry and discrimina­ 
tion is subtle and covert there are times when that 
prejudice has been an immediate and threatening 
problem. 


Tavern In cid en t Told 
Mike Clifford. 20, of Buffalo, N Y , told The Star 
of one such incident: 
A short time ago Clifford and some friends went 
into The Lodge tavern at 2135 O and were told by the 
manager that the owner had instructed him not to 
serve Indians. 
He said the manager even wrote a note to that 
effect and signed it. 
Clifford said he and his friends left but returned 
on the advice of Wounded Knee attorneys to get the 
note dated He said the manager then dated and again 
signed the note. 
Hundreds Have Given Help Here 


Dunng the several weeks of Wounded Knee trials 
and the Fort Laramie Treaty hearing, hundreds of Lin- 
colnites have been involved in assiting Indians tem­ 
porarily kving in the Capital City. 


Assistance efforts have been spearheaded by the 
Lincoln Committee of Concerned People (LCCP), 
chaired by Rev Robert Jeambey. 
Pnor to the arrival of defendants and witnesses, a 
building among the barracks at the old Lincoln air 
U 


base was remodeled as a housing unit. Much of the 
remodeling was citizen funded. 
Churches, civic organizations and citizens have 
provided meals for the hundreds of Indians, as well as 
clothing, housing, transportation, bedding, cribs. 
Christmas gifts for children, and coordinative 
assistance for problems which have arisen during the 
trials. 
Thousands of dollars have been raised by LCCP to 
support the assistance and Jeambey said this week

that since the last Lincoln legal battle is ending (the 
Fort Larmie Treaty closing arguments are Thursday), 
his organization will soon release finished figures and 
information about the extent of aid offered Indians by 
Lincoln citizens. 


The last report by LCCP. which covered funding 
and expenditures through Aug. 30, showed more than 
over $4.500 had been raised mostly through churches 
and $1,852 had been spent.

He said that when he and his friends decided 
they had a right to be there and refused to leave one of 
the men in the tavern tried to push him out.

Clifford said that in court the patrons who had 
been in the tavern lied and testified that he had started 
the fight, had tried to get at the barmaid behind the 
bar and said that the manager was not on the 
premises. 
Clifford said Judge Neal Dusenberry told him that 
when witnesses give conflicting testimony the judge 
must make a decision as to who had the most 
credibility and that he found the other witnesses more 
credible than Clifford and his friends and found him 
guilty. 
Robert Easley, who helps in the administration of 
The Lodge Inc. business, said the manager did write 
the note, but said that he had gotten excited and did 
not write what he meant.

Un even tfu l Life Here 
Except for the importance and excitement of the 
trial itself, and the occasional aggravation of dealing 
with white Lincoln, life for Indians has been unevent­ 
ful. 
The lifestyle at the Wounded Knee barracks in Air 
Park West is usually slow-paced with little else to do 
but watch television, play cards, visit and eat. 
Thomas said most of the people “sit around and 
shoot the bull” and some do legal work and paper 
work needed for the trials 
Children occupy their time tearing up and down 
the hallways in endless games and the older people are 
usually tired after a day in court and like to spend 
quiet evenings visiting or watching television. 
The younger people go into town “a couple of 
times a week to the movies” Thomas said. Some 
theaters have provided passes to the Indians.

Cloud and the Sioux Problem," continued: "There 
is grave doubt he (Red Cloud) knew what was 
meant by 'living up to the treaty.' "

While the signatures of acquiescent chiefs <ind 


headmen (who would sign anything) were 
necessary, Red Cloud's signature represented the 
only real Indian authority.. 


But it took the government months to get Red

and innuendoes about the meaning ,of the treaty, 
according to Olson. 


1 Little Knowledge of English 


Indians today rely on,word-of-mouth history 


less than in 1868, but then they had only passing 
knowledge of, and interest in, English or any 
written form of communication. 


University of Nebraska Law Prof. James Lake 


noted 'the use of oral history in Lincoln's Federal 
District Court, where descendants of the Sioux are 
telling Judge Warren K. Urbom what they believe 
the language of the treaty meant on April 29,1868.

1868 is any different than a statute of Congress that 
cqn be repealed by a later Congress.” There is “ no 
vested right in the law remaining the same for cen­ 
turies.” 


But the Indians, Lake pointed out, assigned a 
treaty .“a binding significance that can be undone 
only by compliance with procedures specified in 
the treaty." That language could mean the treaty is 
“ more binding than an ordinary act of Congress,” 
Lake said. 
Nebraska Wesleyan University Prof. David H. 
Mickey said the “ luxuries” of breaking Indian 
treaties have resulted from a “ twisting” of history 
to suit the white point of view. 


“ Something happens in the translation. The 
idiom doesn’t come through the same,” said 
Mickey, NWU history department head. The Lin­ 
coln hearings must go “ back to the basic language 
of the treaty” and its interpretation. 
The government was inevitably forced into the 
“ continuum” of broken treaties, Mickey said, 
because of the expansion-minded aifd powerful 
white culture. That culture could neither honor nor 
identify with the Indian people’s harmonious peace 
and perfect adjustment to the environment, he 
said. 


Greater Conscience Now 
Americans now “ have a greater conscience 
about these matters.” Mickey said. “ It doesn't 
right the conscience of the past, but it doesn’t make 
it irreversible.” 
The treaty hearing, part of the trial of defen­ 
dants charged in connection with the 1973 
Wounded Knee, S.D., occupation, represents an ef­ 
fort "to come to grips with errors of judgment” for 
two centuries. Mickey said. “ Evfn the fact that 
H

these trials are permitted to be held is an amazing 
thing.” 
But Pine Ridge (S.D.) Reservation Tribal 
Council Chairman Dick Wilson criticizes the trials. 
Indians “ should be dealing with the elected 
(Indian) officials, and not with those AIM 
(American Indian Movement) clowns.” Wilson 
said. “ It's a big joke. They’re making a laughing 
stock of the judicial system as it is.” 
Wilson said, “ We like to think it (the treaty) is 
valid," but "not for defense of clowns who have 
broken the law. It’s being used in the wrong way.” 
‘First Time In Court’ 
Lake said it is “ the first time” he knows of that 
such issues have been presented in any court. 
Regardless of how it comes out here, they will 
take it as high as the judicial system of the U.S. will 
allow it. That — better than anything — recognizes 
the importance of the case.” 
But unanswered questions permeate the trials. 
What rights reservation Indians have “ isn’t 
clear," Mickey said. 
When the Indian Peace Commission was dis­ 
solved in the late 1860s, it recommended that the 
government recognize all treaties already made, 
but no longer treat Indian tribes as domestic 
dependent nations, making treaties with them and 
allowing tribes jurisdiction over their members. 
Instead, the commission said, Indians should 
be held individually subject to laws of the U.S., and 
force should be used to make them comply. 
Yet “generally speaking,” Mickey said, “the 
understanding has been the Indian tribes are to be 
treated as foreign nations.” 
Marshall Ruling Recalled 
Urbom has heard the argument — it’s “ not a 
new one," Lake said j that the Sioux nation is a 


sovereign nation. But U.S. Supreme Court "Justice 
John Marshall ruled that the Cherokee nation was 
not a foreign nation" in Georgia, Lake said, adding 
that Urbom “is faced with that case... quite a for­ 
midable hurdle." But Lake adds, “ I don’t think he 
(Urbom) has to overrule it to reach what the In­ 
dians want in this case.” 
Mickey said that a nation’s first commitment, 
for survival, must be to its people. “ Someday there 
will be a more elevated principle followed,” but he 
mused that the white culture — even today — 
won’t “commit itself to be stopped in its tracks.” 
Lake said, “ Much of the argument in this case 
is devoted to the particular territory involved.” But 
he pointed out that the exact issue before Urbom is 
“ whether the government has jurisdiction over acts 
committed" on reservation lands. “ I have some 
trouble seeing how he will go beyond that par­ 
ticular point.” 
Would Be First 
A ruling that the government had no jurisdic­ 
tion at Wounded Knee, Lake said, would be the 
first such decision. “ It’s not unusual. We have new 
law declared every day.” 
But it could have wide repercussions, Lake 
said. “ All lawyers up until recently have assumed if 
an Indian committed murder” on the reservation, 
he would be tried in federal court. Removing 
federal and possibly state jurisdiction would mean 
Indians would try their own criminal cases. 
Moreover, Lake said, it could mean that In­ 
dians imprisoned by federal courts could file 
habeus corpus petitions seeking their freedom, on 
the basis they were tried by a government with no 
jurisdiction over them. 
Lake cited a division of criminal jurisdiction in 
Nebraska: Winnebagos are tried by the state, 
Omahas by the federal government. He called it an 
expensive “hot potato passed from one government 
to the other,” a shifting of Indians “ from pillar to 
post in yo-yo fashion” that could be changed by Ur- 
bom's ruling. 


Expects No Turnback 
Mickey expects no turnback of land to the In­ 
dians. “ The only thing the government of the U.S. 
can do is make some sort of monetary” settlement. 
The tribal council’s Wilson agreed: regaining the 
land “can never happen.” 
Red Cloud would not have accepted a 
monetary settlement. In 1870 he said: “ We do not 
want riches, but we want to train our children 
nght Riches would do us no good . . .” 
Recently there have been two vast monetary 
settlements, the 1970 Alaskan settlement, whict 
returned 10 million acres to Indians and Eskimo: 
plus a cash settlement of $1 million, and th<

A year-end report compiled by 
the Omaha World-Herald shows 
the state has 1,243 districts com­ 
pared with 1.152 in Texas. 


But the state had only 900 
(’lass ¡'districts — those offering 
only elementary school educa­ 
tion — in the 1973-74 school year, 
compared with 1.241 such dis­ 
tricts four years ago 
Cecil Stanley, state education 
commissioner, said there's 
probably a certain amount of 
tradition involved in retaining 
one-room schools and elemen­ 
tary school districts, but the 
main reason is the tax situation. 


He said, for example, one side 
of the road may have a 60-mill 
levy while the district on the 
other side has a 10-mill levy.

Sulentic said a brother of 
Howell’s was a police officer in 
Maquoketa and had gone to 
Dubuque Wednesday tb be with 
the Howell family. 
‘Lot Of Loose Ends’ 
Even with Howell’s apprehen­ 
sion. Sulentic said there were a 
“ lot of loose ends we have to tie 
up in this case.” 
The chief said Henningsen had 
scratch marks on his face. 
Reports showed that Mrs. 
Henningsen awoke around 5 
a m and talked with her hus­ 
band prior to returning alone to 
the bedroom.
